Declares Attempt was Made 
by German to Poison 
the W ater Supply 
of London 


W ar’s attendant horrors for those 
who stay at home are vividly related 
in a letter received by Miss Lillian 
Dettmers, sister of Mrs. Eugene H. 
Luening, 315 South Ninth street, a 
few days ago. 
The letter came from 
England, and the envelope was op­ 
ened, indicating that the censor had 
scanned it before allowing it to go 
out. 
Wife of Wealthy Man 
The writer is the wife of a well- 
to-do merchant near London, pro­ 
prietor of a chain of stores through 
the British Isles. 
Her husband, a 
territorial 
soldieiAf or militiamen, 
has been called to the colors, and 
lier letter vividly depicts the strain­ 
ed feeling and constant terror of the 
inhabitants of England. 
She 
de­ 
scribes how she has laid in an im­ 
mense stock of beans, macaroni and 
rice, at double prices, to ward off 
possible starvation. 
England’s fear of Germany’s air 
fleet Is described in the talfe of an 
incident in which a w h irriA over­ 
head, like the sound of an airshlp’3 
propellers, threw’ the family into a 
panic, although they eventually de­ 
cided the sound was that of one of 
the English airships on patrol. 
Th© latter 
The letter follows in part: 
“ My Beloved LU: 
“Oh the ‘clouds’ 
we live under 
now! 
War 
declared 
this 
week 
against Germany. 
The outlook is 
so dark— soldiers everywhere-—off to 
the front. 
Territorials all muster­ 
ing together— and to think I am los­ 
ing my dear old George, perhaps tor 
many months, (who know’s, years). 
Oh, I am all of a tremble at the mere 
thought. 
I can’t tell you dear the 
agonies I am going 
through 
this 
week. 
George has been a volunteer 
for years. 
He gave it up when we 
married but joined again in the re­ 
serve force abcfut eighteen 
months 
ago. 
I was sorry at the time, hut 
certainly never dreamt he would be 
called upon for service so soon 
and 
above all in such a grave, grave cris­ 
is as this. 
I suppose I ought 
to 
swell up with pride to think of my 
boy serving his country, but I con­ 
fess, I would rather 
keep him at 
home. 
He will be required for the 
defense of England and not to go 
abroad to fight hut the country is so 
full of German spies on the warpath 
that from day to day we know 
net 
what to expect. 
They are arresting 
so many with bombs and mysterious 
documents in their possession. That 
we all live in dread of their actions.
